MIGRATION PLAN 
IS ESSENTIALLY 
BRITISH PROBLEM 


Toronto, Ont.—While the province 
of Ontario is willing. to co-operate in 
every possible way in bringing the 
immigration scheme suggested by 
Lord Lovat to fruition, Premier Fer- 
guson expressed the opinion that the 
matter was essentially a British rath- 
er than an Ontario prob'em. 

Discussing the conference held 
with Lord Lovat in his office here, 
the premier stated that he looked for- 
ward with great cptimism to the 
final result although he, admitted that 
the paramount question of finance 
had not been definitely settled. 

The premier pointed out that the 
Ontario government was already 
lending money to Ontario farmers 
and financing setiiers in Northern 
Ontario. 

Under the scheme the British gov- 
ernment is working directly with the 
Dominion Government and financial 
details are being worked eut be- 
tween these two governments.

Adenoids are tumours like ‘growths 
that develop in the passage between 
the nose. and throat. Very» young 
children may have adenoids. The 
majority of cases occur in children 
from eighteen monthg to six years of 
age. 

The presence of adenolds usually 
causes what Is apparently a chroni:

of discharge from the nose. These 
symptoms, with snuffles, occur dur- 
ing the winter season.

WINTER PIG GHELTERS 
(Experimental Farms Note). 


- -_-oo-:- 

Sheds, cabins, pig pens and straw 
stacks have been used at the Domin- 
ion Experimental Station at Rosthern 
for winter pig shelters and the straw 
stack has been the most satisfactory. 
If it is not possible, to “have a straw 
stack, one of the other shelters must 
be resorted to. A shed affords par- 
tial protection from the wind, but 

enough ‘straw must be provided to 
cover the pigs at least a foot and it 
must frequently be renewed. A cab- 
in affords complete protection from 
the wind, and if banked well with 
straw and provided with a heavy sack 
over the door is fairly warm but even 
this is better if kept nearly filed with 
straw, A pig pen at best is an ex- 
pensive structure and must be care- 
fully constructed or moisture ac- 
cumulates on the ceiling and walls 
and sickness follows. A pig pen or 
some warm building such as a stall 
in a horse stable is necessary for a 
farrowing pen of early pigs but it is 
not necessary for growing or mature 
pigs. A most satisfactory shelter may 
be made by supporting a platform of 
poles about twelve feet square on 
posts three feet high and threshing 
a straw stack over it preferably of 
wheat straw. Such a shelter is com- 
paratively inexpensive, ‘requires no 
attention all winter, is dry, and is 
perfectly ventilated.

There are three types of silos at 
the experimental station at Rosthern 
Sask., namely, a round stave gilo 14 
feet by 30 feet, above ground; a 
round, half stave, half concrete silo 
14 feet by 30 feet, fifteen feet stave 
above ground and fifteen feet con- 
crete below ground; a ‘trench silo 
seventy. feet long, :en feet wide at 
the top, seven fet wi!» at the bottom 
and seven feet deep. 

All three silos keep the ensilage in 
good condition, The ensilage in the 
stave silo and in fact that part of 
the stave-concrete silo above ground 
freezes so badly in the winter that a 
large portion yas to be lefi until it 


chopped out and fed frozen. 
ensilage in that part of the stave- 
concrete silo below ground and in 
the trench silo does not freeze. The 
ensilage in the gtave-conerete silo 
below a depth of six feet has to” be 
pulled up in pails or be handled 
twice by being thrown onto a plat- 
form and thrown from there out of 
the silo, The ensilage in the trench 
silo can be taken out without diffi- 
culty by means of throwing it into 
a box on a small sleigh and having it 
hauled by a horse to, wherever it is 
wanted. 

The relative cost of the different 
silos is an important consideration.
